Virtually the whole of the current meat shortage can 
be traced back to similar bull-headed refusals to ease 
prices on grain, as well as rn meat itself and the distribu­ 
tion of it— shortsighted stubbornness which produced in- 
nuemarable warnings at the time that it would cause ex­ 
actly the results now observable. 
lite O P A continues to utter the empty boast tfiat it 
has 
held the price line”— as though that were its import­ 
ant function. 
It was created to control prices, not to freeze them; 
to give producers a reasonable profit and stimulate output, 
not to beat prices down and thereby dry up production. 
Nationwide battles between O PA and the producers 
and distributors of essential civilian goods have produced 
a sort of pitched battle in which the O PA is the outstand­ 
ing agent of the Communisticaliy-inspired move to take 
over full economic control and set up government oper­ 
ation of farming, industry and commerce along the Rus­ 
sian pattern. 
It is notable that, with shortages on every hand, and 
the black market spreading like a plague, O P A ’continues 
to put its emphasis, not on meeting shortages and ending 
black markets, but on interference with those who under­ 
take open and above board business operations. 
A few days ago a I ’hiladelphia newspaper printed the 
equivalent of a full page of news about O PA activities. 
All the stories but one dealt with prosecutions of re­ 
sponsible persons, stores and organizations who on the 
face of it were trying to do legitimate business. Most of 
the alleged offenses involved highly technical and compli­ 
cated violations of obscure passages in the mountain of 
administrative law 
which the New Deal bureaucracies 
have turned out. 
Most .of the defendants testified of their attempts to 
learn what was the proper way of conducting business 
under O P A rules. In many cases, the first intimation they 
had from the O PA that anything was objectionable was 
the filing of suits for heavy damages. 
In all the stories, there was only one having to do 
with the black market. I hat was the arrest of a man ac­ 
cused of possessing counterfeit ration points— the result 
of a tip which according to the testimony the O P A had 
been sitting on for two years! 
One of the most illuminating acts of President I ru- 
man, as setting the keynote of his administration, was 
when he rescued O P A from the wrath of an indignant 
C digress. 
Let alone, Congress would have discarded the whole 
( )PA set up as a colossal failure and returned to something 
.dong the lines successfully used by Herbert Hoover in 
World War I. 
But tile new President, fresh from the ranks of the 
Senate, promptly sided against Congress and in favor of 
L ommunist-niinded bureaucracy which is trying to So­ 
vietize .America. 
As a barometer of just how much I ruman really be­ 
lieves in free enterprise. Constitutional government and 
\merican traditions, few matters more deserve public at­ 
tention than his attitude during the present renewed ef­ 
forts of O PA to take over full, final and complete control 
of business— while letting the black markets run riot.
